Armed Men Seek Prisener. 

The bovs met Elmer Clark on the 
Olive Street road and followed him to 
his tent. That evening they reported 
the occurrence to the Kuntz girl's fa- 
ther, Peter Kuntz, a baker. 

Instead of notifying the county author- 
ities Kuntz waited until Monday morn- 
ing and then informed his neighbors. A 
crowd of them, armed with clubs and 
guns, started for the tent. But the 
Clark boy had sent word to Clayton 
and Constable Bode appeared just be- 
fore the crowd of armed men did. 

Crowd Fooled by Constable. 

Bode persuaded the crowd to leave 
by saving that the man was simply a 
vagrant, and that he had to the 
tent to order him to leave the county. 
He warned Clark to leave by Tuesday 
night, and then Bode and the crowd, 
which had ceased crying fer a lynching, 
left. 

Bode took another road, however, and 
a few minutes later returned and ar- 
rested Clark and Clark’s 16-year-old 
Frank. Both were taken to Clay- 
ton and charged with vagrancy. They 
will be held until the attack on Hazel 
Kuntz can be investigated. 
Clark and his son were living 
in the tent.

Mother’s T rip to Save His Life, 
Then to Reach HomeBefore | 
Death, Both Vain. 





Four policemen were at Union Station 
Monday morning to meet Iron Moun- 
train No. 18, due at 7:15 o'clock, 
and convey to the Morgue the body of 
a baby boy whe died during Mhe night 
from Hoxie, Ark. *The train 
conductor had wired that the infant 
died in the Pullman without medical 
attention, no physiclan-being ep board. 

Sunday morning Mrs. Ida Fetchler of 
3411 Lawton avenue started for Hoxie 
with her baby, Earl Gabel Fetchler, 4 
months old. The child was suffering 
from tuberculosis. 

“Take the baby 
the docter had advised. 
get well in this climate.” 

Mrs. Fetchler has a sister living at 
Hoxie. Spring in that section is far 
advanced. Many flowers are in bloom, 
the air is balmy and the young mother 
believed the baby might have a chance 
for lige there. 

On the trip to Hoxie the child's con- 
dition grew worse. Arriving at her des- 
tination. Mrs. Fetchler joined her sis- 
ter, and a physician was called at once. 
The Arkansas doctor looked at the baby 
and said: 

“He cannot live. It is merely a ques- 
tlon of a few days—possibly only a few 
hours.”’ 

Mrs. Fetchier, determined that her 
child should not die away frem home if 
could prevent it, engaged a Pull- 
man berth on the northbound train and 
started back to St. Louis, after only a 
few hours in Hexie. 

At 1:30 a. m. the child died, and the 
mother kept watch beside the tiny body 
through the rest of the night as the 
train sped up through the swamp section 
and the Ozark foothills. 

It was a very big wagon that took 
a very little body to the morgue.

Gov. Hadley called Niedringhaus on 
the long-distance telephone at noon and 
urged him to reconsider his decision. 


Asks Personal Interview, 

“T should like to have a personal in- 
terview before you make up your mind 
finally,’’ said the Gevernor. 

“All right,’’ replied Niedringhaus. ‘'I 
don’t see how I can possibly accept. 
My busines affairs are such that they 
require my undivided attention.” 

In response to the Governors sugges- 
tion, Niedringhaus said he probably will! 
come here to talk the matter over. 

If Niedringhaus adheres to his 
fusal to serve as president of the St. 
Louis Board of Police Commissioners, 
Gov. Hadley probably will offer the po- 
sition to Robert M.- Fulton, formerly 
Chief Postoffice Inspector at St. Louis. 
Gov. Hadley and Mr. Fulton are warm 
personal friends. 

During the course of his visit here a 
few weeks ago Mr. Fulton discussed 
St. Louis police affairs with the Gov- 
ernor and was premised that if the lat- 
ter insisted on him accepting a police 
commissionership he would not refuse 
it. Fulton requested, however, that the 
Governor seek others who ceuld better 
afford to give adequate attention to the 
duties of the office. 

Other Board Vacancy Puzzling. 

Following the positive declination of 
R,. M. Fulton to accept the place, Gov. 
Hadley is making renewed efforts to find 
an election commissioner in St. Louis 
to succeed Benjamin Schnurmacher, 
who has expressed a desire to retire 
from the Board at the Geverner’s ear- 
liest convenience.

COnsTANTINaMun April 19.—It is 
expected in Constantinople this morning 
that the main body of troops loyal to 
the Young Turks that have concentrated 
owside of Constantinople will begin 
soon to march across country on Yildiz 
Kiosk, with the object of forcing the 
abdication of the Sultan. 

1 to the Young Turks 
continued their advance on Constanti- 
nople last night and it is believed here 
that they soon will occupy Makrikeny, a 
town 10 miles from the capital. 


Two advance guards precede the main 
body of the soldiers. One is composed 
of 300 men, half of whom are officers, 
while the other numbers 1000 men. These 
two colymns are expected to occupy 
Pera and Galata, the foreign and offi- 
cial quarters of Constantinople, as soon 
as possible in order to protect foreign- 
ers in the event of rioting. Many of 
the troops in Constantinople favor the 
Young Turks and resistance is hardly 
expected. 


A circular telegram has been received 
at the foreign embassies from Gen. 
Husni Pasha, commanding the Salonik!i 
army, dated Dedeaghatch, Saturday, in 


Which he says: 


“I have the honor to Inform you re/ 
spectfully that the object of the army 
corps in marching on Constantinople, is 
merely for the definite re-establishment 
of the constitution, which is sacred. to 
all true Ottomans and the legaé pun- 
ishment of the cursed authors of the 
sanguinary disorder by the reaction of 
which humanity has always suffered. 

‘Be certain, excellency, that the lives 
and property of foreigners, the honored 
guests of our dear fatherland, will be 
safeguarded, and that tranquility and 
security will be assured the entire pop- 
ulation.”’ 

The Saloniki branch of the Committee 
of Union and Progress has addressed 
& Strongly worded telegram to the Sul- 
tan, practically imputing to him a viola- 
tion of his oath to uphold the constitu- 
tlon. Many batallions of the garrison 
at Constantinople, it is stated, are show- 
ing repentance at their recent acts. They 
now declare they were misled into be- 
lieving that the Sheri laws and the con- 
stitution were in danger. This is regard- 
ed as a hopeful sign that the garrisen 
will abstain from further violence. 


Missionaries Killed at Fire. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 19.—The 
American Vice-Consul at Mersina, John 
Debbas, reports that the disorders at 
Adana are quieting down. 

The two American missionaries, D. 
M. Rogers and Mr. Maurer. were killed 
Thursday afternoon while attempting to 
extinguish a fire in the house of an 
aged Turkish woman. They were shot 
dead. The missions at Adana and Tar- 
sus &re now receiving adequate protec- 
tion. Mersina is anxiously awaiting re- 
lef. The killed at Adana are estimated 
at more than 1000, but no particulars 
of the massacre yet are available.

Declares She Will Spend In- 
surance for Funeral of Man 


Who Ended Life. 





Providing no relatives claim the body 
of George Wagner of 422 South Second 
street, who hung himself to a tree limb 
with his necktie at the edge of a quar- 
ry pit at the foot of Tesson street Sat- 
urday night, Mrs. Stella Shannon of 
Perry, Mo., who was to have married 
him “some day,” will arrange for his 
funeral, if she can collect an insurance 
policy he wrote he had left her. 

Mrs. Shannon still is the wife of J. C. 
Shannon, whom she is suing for divorce 
on a charge of desertion. She expects 
a decree at the May term of the Ralls 
County Circuit Court. She is 30 years 
old. 

Wagner was employed by her broth- 
er, E. D. Runkel, in the Runkel bakery 
at Perry last January. Mrs. Shannon 
and he met for the first time when he 
went to work. There was a mutual 
declaration of love when he left Perry 
six weeks ago. 

He went first to Litchfield, Ill., but 

found only temporary employment there. 
Two weeks ago he came to St. Louis, 
but was unable to get work. That dis- 
couraged him, as it made a marriage 
in the near future seem impossible. 
Among the many letters from Mrs. 
Shannon found in Wagner’s room was 
one in which she promised to marry 
him when he had ‘“‘settled down.” It 
said: 
“When you get a nice little bakery 
of your own send for me and I will 
come, no matter how far it is, and sell 
all the cakes and ples and bread you 
can make.”’ 

That he had thought of suicide before 
was evidenced by a letter from Mrs. 
Shannon dated Jan. 21, in which she 
wrote:

That the Rev. Robert W. Lessing, 
missing pastor of the Presbyterian 
churches in Moselle and Pacific, Frank- 
lin County, was at the Union Station, 
St. Louis, a-few hours after his sud- 
den departure on foot from Moselle, was 
the positive statement of Mrs. W. T. 
Hodge, made at the Laclede Hotel Mon- 
day through her husband, a clerk in 
the Missouri Legislature. Mrs. Hodge 
said the young minister, whom she had 
once met, spoke with her at the station 
and repeated his name. 

Fear that Pastor Lessing was mur- 
dered and thrown into the Meramec by 
tramps who had seen him draw $19.55 
from the Moselle bank was allayed by 
Mrs. Hodge’s announcement, and by 
the statements of two other persons 
who identified his photograph as that of 
the man whom they saw board an east- 
bound Frisco train at Robertsville Fri- 
day afternbon. 

These persons were L. R. Horsman, 
day station agent of the Frisco at Rob- 
ertsville, and Miss Susie Smith, daugh- 
ter of Dr. Smith of Catawissa. Rob- 
ertsville and Catawissa are stations be- 
tween Moselle and Pacific, which are 12 
miles apart on the main line of the 
Frisco* 

Mind Weakened by Study. 

That the Rev. Mr. Lessing was suf- 
fering from some form of mental ab- 
erration, the result of close applica- 
tion to Bible study, is indicated by the 
statements of those who saw him, both 
on the train and before his sudden de- 
parture on foot from Moselle, and by 
the fact that he left his overcoat at 
his boarding house in Moselle, missed 
his preaching appointments there and 
at Pacific without explanation, and has 
sent no word of his whereabouts to 
his close friends in St. Louis. 

““‘My wife was on the train last Fri- 
day afternoon, coming in from  S8t. 
Clair,”” said Hodge to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Monday. ‘‘At Robertsville she 
saw Mr. Lessing get on. She recog- 
nized him, having met him while she 
was visiting at Moselle. 

Told Name in Station. 

“After the train got into the Union 
Station he came up and spoke to her 
on the platform, repeating his name 
and recalling that he had met her at 
and that he was preaching 
there. He went away after a moment. 

“The next day at the ball game my 
wife saw his picture over a man's 
shoulder, on the first page of the Post- 
Dispatch, and said to me,.‘That is the 
preacher that spoke to me at the sta- 
tion.” I got a paper then and read 
about his disappearance.’ 

In both the Moselle and Pacific Pres- 
byterian churches prayers were offered 
Sunday for the pastor’s safety in case 
he still lived, or that the suspense might 
Fe relieved by definite news, if he no 
longer lived. 

Two such meetings were held at Pa- 
cific, one in the morning and one in the 
afternoon, with Elder C. H. Winkler as 
leader of both. The funeral of William 
Noble, which Pastor Lessing was to 
have conducted at Pacific Sunday was 
conducted by a Methodist minister in- 
stead. 

At Moselle, after a brief Sunday schoo] 
service, at which-fervent prayers were 
uttered for the missing minister, the 
congregation started out to search the 
country in the direction which Mr. Les- 
sing had taken on his walk. 

No Trace at River, 

Walking east a mile to the Meramec, 
the sedrchers looked carefully along 
each side of the track for marks of a 
struggle, but saw nothing. At the river 
they divided, and looked along both 
banks for a mile in each direction, then 
struck back into the woods and to the 
nearby Ozark foothills. No one found 
any apparent clew. 

Dr. A. C. Brown, who saw him just 
before he entered the bank, said Mon- 
day: “It seemed to me at the time 
that he was strangely absorbed. He 
walked rapidly, and seemed to have 
formed some sudden purpose. He had 
started for the woods earlier, then re- 
turned and went straight to the bank. 
If he drew the money with any inten- 
tion of leaving town, the determination 
must have been a sudden one, or he 
would have taken his overcoat.” 

Mrs. Pauline Godfrey of 15 North 
Twenty-third street, the minister's sijs- 
ter, is greatly interested in the search, 
and a man who said he was sent by 
her was one of the searching party at 
Moselle Sunday. She Was estranged 
frem her brother, whom had not 
seen for seven months, though he was 
frequently in St. Louis.

N “The Substitute,’ which brings 
Max Figman to St. Louis for the 
first time as a star, a Century audi- 
ence last night saw . fairly clever lit- 
tle comedy brightly played and made 
additionally pleasing by a prettily pic- 
torial scenic product‘on. 

In the second act there was a rain- 
storm, with thunder and lightning trim- 
mings, almost as realistic as the one 
which later made things distinctly un- 
comfortable for the a lience on its way 
home, In the third act a parsonage 
flower-garden was so pleasingly set on 
the stage as to delight the eye. 

Mr. Figman has a role that gives him 
much Opportunity for breezy fun-man- 
ing, placing little strain, however, upon 
his reai ability. He is an enterprising 
young New York lawyer named Smith. 
In a sudden emergency he undertakes 
to act as a substitute for his prospec- 
tive brother-in-law, a young clergyman 
unable to fill an engagement to preach 
in a country church. This leads him to 
discover a melodramatic plot to ruin the 
old pastor of the church, and, at tne 
same time, he falls in love with the pas- 
tor’s daughter. Just how he rescues the 
white-haired divi::: and wins the girl 
is what makes the play interesting. 


A Likable Comedy-Melodrama Hero. 

Save that the unsophisticated feminine 
authors of the play, Beulah Marie 
Dix and Evelyn Greenleaf Sutherland, 
compel Mr. Figman to swear a bit too 
freely in order to indicate that, ordi- 
narily, he’s a devil of a fellow, the 
Smith role is brightiy diverting. It is 
played by the star in the airiest spirit, 
yet there are moments when, rightly, 
the hero becomes tremendously earn- 
est, and the capable manner in which 
he eventually straightens things out, 
foiling the villain anu the villainess and 
en-ircling the heroine in his protecting 
arms, tickled the i.ouse almost beyond 
measure. The first-night verdict on the 
play was undeniably favorable. 

Miss Lolita Robertson mnoakes the 
sweetest imaginable heroine as Celia 
Lothrop, daughter of the vendgable 
country parson caught in the eh of 
his enemies. The best piece of char- 
acter work is «one by Miss Agnes 
Everett as the parsonage housekeeper, 
a quite sincere and convincing creation. 
Others in the cast who acquit them- 
selves satisfyingly are Charles Rowan as 
Vandergift, the heros law partner; 
Sidney Price as the old clergyman, Her- 
bert Charles as his youthful colleague, 
Frank Kirk as Deacon Heywood, Lil- 
lian Rhodes as the adventuress, and 
Fay Wheeler in the ingenue role of 
Helen Smith, the hero’s sister. The 
comedy runs nicely fro~ start to finish.

They have been notified 
by Senator Greene, chairman of the 
Constitutional Amendment Committee, 
that they will be heard Wednesday aft- 
ernoon. The delegation will leave Jef- 
ferson City for St. Louts at 6:30 p. m. 

“Every bank and trust company ir 
St.. Louis and the county will have a 
representative in the delegation,’’ said 
Mr. Lee Monday. 

The bankers met last week and adopt- 
ed a resolution opposing the submission 
of the State-wide prohibition amend- 
ment. The representatives of several 
civic and commercial organizations are 
expected to go with the bankers to Jef- 
ferson City and join in the protest 


‘against prohibition.

ate a Requests were made upon Senator 
Stone to send telegraphic requests to 
the members of the State Senate asking 
them to voto against prohibition. Sena- 
tor Stone declined to do this, not caring 
to go as far in the matter as Senator 
Warner has done. 

Senator Stone said in his interview 
that he was opposed to prohbition as a 
principle and that the Denfocratic par- 
ty always has been opposed to sump- 
tury legislation. He said that prohibi- 
tion would destroy much property in the 
State and increase the taxation On oth- 
er property. The Senator said he was 
in favor of local option, and fhe strict 
regulation of the liquor |traffic. 

Not a Party Question. 

“TI do not hesitate to say that if I were 
a member of the Legislature I would, 
under existing conditions, vote against 
the proposition,’ said Senator Stone. “—" 
mean that, as we now have a constitu- 
ticnal provision known as the referen- 
dum, under which questions of this kind 
may be submitted for popular approval, 
I would remit the whole subject for 
disposition under the procedure provided 
for by that new etek of our funda- 
mental law. 

“TI would divorce as far as possible 
the subject from party politics. I think 
it would be unfortunate and unwise for 
members of either house of the Lexgis- 
lature to take such action as would 
tend, so far as any such action could 
have that effect, to commit either party 
to either side of the cpntroversy. [If 
would simply leave it open and let those 
who favor prohibition take it up by a 
popular movement, regardless of party, 
and have the question submitted to the 
voters of the State, leaving all 
men of all parties free to speak 
and vote as their own judgment and 
eensciences dictate.”’ 

Col. Wetmore said the submission of 
the prohibition amendment will make 
it an issue for the next 18 months and 
will disturb business conditions all over 
the State.

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MINISTERS: ASK 
LEGISLATURE 10 
ALLOW DRY VOTE: 


Presbyterians and Baptists 
Pass Resolutions Asking 
for Submission. 





The Presbyterian ministers of St. 
Louis, meeting in ‘denominational head- 
quarters in the Equitable Building Mon- 
day, passed a resolution requesting the 
State Senate to pass the bill submit- 
ing a prohibition amendment to Mis- 
souri voters’ 

Doors were closed during the discus- 
sion of the prohibition question. This 
was done, the officers explained, in or- 
der that the discussion might be frank 
and free. It was stated afterward that, 
while several of the ministers doubted 
the wisdom of prohibition, the resolu- 
tion asking the submission of the ques- 
tion to the voters was passed by a sub- 
stantial majority.

The Baptist ministers passed a simi- 
lar resolution, after deciding against the 
passage of a resolution criticising the 
business and trade organizations which 
have .pronounced against prohibition. 
The latter was proposed by the. Rev. 
S. E. Ewing. There was no opposition 
to the resolution finally passed, asking 
the submission of the question to the 
people, and the Rev. Drs. W. J. Wil- 
liamson and Sam Frank Taylor spoke in 
its favor. 

Business Men Criticised. 

In his Sunday night sermon at the 
Euclid Avenue Baptist Church, the Rev. 
S. E. Ewing criticised the business men 
who are opposing prohibition. He said: 

What appe rs » me as the sad- 
dest comment on the business life 
of St. Louis is revealed in the col- 
umns of the papers of the last few 
days in the resolutions against. the 
submision of prohibition to the 
voters of the State by the bankers, 
trades unions and other organiza- 
tions of the city. 

The situation is most deplorable in- 
deed. The real estate man afd the 
banker, who would count it quite 
proper to discharge his employe for 
drinking, now comes out and asks 
that we keep the _ saloon which 
tempts his employe and brings on his 
ruin. Practically not one of the large 
business firms will employ the fre- 
quenter of the saloon, but yet they 
say, let the saloon remain. 

What is the power behind all this? 
It is simply a bid for business. 
Money! Mammon is the god on the 
throne of the hearts that thus reso- 
lute and plead. 

Mr. Busch comes out in an open 
letter and bribes the public. --.e says, 
name your price and let me stay. 
Stay at the cost of ruined lives and 
homes! Stay at the cost of graves 
filled up by drunkards! Yes, he says, 
name your price and I will pay it. 


Revenue Is the Reason, 
The brewers and the bankers put 


the reason for the objection to the 
submission act on the same ground, 
that of money. Revenue is the word 
they use. Mr. Busch wants to pay 
revenue and the bankers want the 
revenue. It is a pity that our foun- 
dations were put on such iniquitous 
business, but that is no reason for 
their remaining. 

Of course, it will bring on uneasi- 
ness in business circles for a while, 
but we can meet it. God pity us if 
we are dependent on the liquor busi- 
ness for our financial standing as a 
city, State or nation! 

Pastor Ewing declared that persons 
were inconsistent who said they favored 
local option, but not prohibition, as lo- 
cal option was prohibition, and the prin- 
ciple was not affected by the wideness 
or narrowness of the locality covered 
by the law. He criticised ministers who, 
at a recent meeting of the Evangelical 
Alliance, opposed prohibition.

THE STATE SENATE’S RESPONSIBILITY 
The plea for the submission of a prohibition 
amendment through a legislative resolution is 
based on the assumption of a great popular de- 
mand for this action. But where is the evidence 
of the demand? 

There has been no definite expression of State- 
wide prohibition sentiment in the State. It has 
not manifested itself in any political convention, 
nor in any primary or wii election.. None 
of the members of the Legislature was elected 
on a prohibition issue. On the contrary, every 
was elected on a platform declaring 

The sole evidence of the existence of a popular 
demand is in the assertions of well-meaning but 
fanatical men and women who represent extreme 
intolerance on the question of State control of 
personal conduct. Their noisy claims are based 
upon petitions containing only 26,201 signatures, 
mostly those of: women. 

The House of Representatives, against the 
convictions. of a majority of its members, has 
vielded foolishly to the clamor of Zealous lobby- 
ists, but the State Senate should be wiser, more 
conservative, more regardful of real public opin- 
ion and of the public welfare. 

Nothing but convincing evidence of an over- 
whelming popular demand should induce senators 
personally opposed to prohibition and elected on 
an opposition platform to vote in favor of plung- 
ing the State into a prolonged, disastrous cam- 
paign and subjecting it to the damaging conse- 
quences of a prohibition menace. 

It is fair to insist that the prohibitionists, if 
they want their issue submitted by a legislative 
resolution, should elect a prohibition majority 
to the Legislature. That condition is required of 
the advocates of other public issues.

Iowa is the latest addition to the list of com- 
munities bent on winning fame by self-advertis- 
ing.

Soon after the fleet returned he 
suffered an injury to his head and came 
home on furlough. Pneumonia developed 
am week ago. Erwin, a sturdy titt'e 
chap for his age, saw his mother’s gricf 
and sought to comfort her. 

“Winney get a doctor man,” 
nounced on Saturday as he put on his 
coat and nat. 

Mrs. Biggs, harassed by anxieties, 
paid little attention to Erwin when he 
left the house, accompanied by his pets 
and companions, a bulldog and a New- 
foundland puppy. He trudged, unseen 
by anyone who knew him, to the woods 
which skirt the City Training Schcol 
tor Teachers. 

t.ost In the Woods. 

When night fell the child was in th« 
heart of the woods and lost. The searci 
for: a doctor had exhausted him and he 
was disheartened by failure. His face 
and hands, scratched and bleeding, told 
of his struggles in the undergrowth be- 
fore he collapsed. He was changed from 
his father’s first assistant, daring any- 
thing, to a very little boy, wailing in 
the dark for his mother. 

The Newfoundland puppy trotted back 
home and stood whining at the door. 
Mrs. Biggs could not understand why 
Erwin had not returned, but solaced 
herself with the thought that he* was 
safe with neighbors. Instinct, perhaps, 
told the bulldog that his little master, 
wailing in the thicket, needed help. Er- 
win said later that the faithfu! animal 
stood for a time, then licked his hand 
and departed. The child, left alone, 
increased his cries. 

County Judge Burt J. Humphrey of 
Queens was walking near the edge of 
the woods when the dog ran toward 
aim with manifestations of delight. The 
dog led him to within sound of the lost 
child’s voice. It came from far back 
in the woods. The dog bounded forward 
as Judge Humphrey advanced, unmis- 
takably indicating he would lead the 
way through the tangle. 

Led by Dog to Child. 

The cries grew fainter as Judge Hum- 
phrey plunged through the underbrush 
and briars and he trusted entirely to the 
dog. It disappeared but a few moments 
later, indicating its whereabouts by in- 
cessant barking. 

Guided in this way, Judg> Humphrey 
found the child, weak from exposure 
and exhaustion, and so terrified ne 
scarcely could whisper. After disengag- 
ing the vines which held the boy, Judge 
Humphrey carried him to the Hum- 
phreys home and, after being bathed. 
warmed and fed by Mrs. Humphrey, 
the child was questioned as she cuddled 
him before an open/fire. All she could 
get from him was that his name was 
“Winny Piggs."” The euphony of the 
child’s pronunciation eventually led to 
his identification and Mrs. Biggs was 
notified that her boy was found.
